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WILTON BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The year 2011 has been another extremely challenging year economically. 
Fortunately, the milder winter weather has helped many households save on the 
amount of fuel needed to heat their homes even with the higher costs. 


At the end of the year, our little Town of Wilton was precariously close to one 
million dollars of unpaid, uncollected taxes. In the past, the Town was abie to 
call on its reserves to help keep the tax rate low. Unfortunately, all of the Town's 
available reserves have been used up. In addition, there was a reassessment of 
properties resulting in a 21% decreased average assessment. All together 
these factors have put an additional burden on the shoestring budgets. As a 
result, when all of the factors were combined, the 2011 tax rate was increased in 
order to raise the same amount of money needed to pay for all of the services 
and schools. 


The Budget Committee, working on behalf of the taxpayers, has been committed 
to keeping the taxes down while not cutting the services to the residents of the 
town. The Committee once again worked one on one with each Department 
Head building the budgets from zero up. Wants verses needs were weighed out. 
Only the absolute needs were authorized for each Department this year without 
any frills. The Town employees’ Health Care Plan was carefully reviewed and a 
new plan was chosen resulting in a cost reduction of over $50,000. 


The voters of this town do have a say when they attend the Town Meeting and 
The School District Meeting, both in March. These are your meetings where the 
expenditures are approved. If you choose not to attend these meetings, then you 
have passed your vote onto those who were there. Having amenities is nice, but 
being a frugal Yankee in times like these is a must. Remember, the more that is 
spent, the more taxes will need to be raised. This is true for the town, but it is 
also true for the schools, where most of your tax dollar goes. 


The Department Heads have once again cooperated and helped The Budget 
Committee keep the expenditures down without cutting services to the people 
and taxpayers of the Town of Wilton. We would like to thank all of the town 
employees for their continued commitment, support, understanding and service 
to the town during these extremely difficult economic times.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


General economic conditions continued to dominate town affairs in 2011. In prior 
years, the town adopted lean budgets while using substantial portions of its 
surplus to minimize tax increases in the face of reductions in on-tax revenues. 


The 2011 budget was especially frugal and throughout the year, department 
heads were required to defer expenditures until it could be determined that cash 
flow was in accordance with budget estimates. Some large purchases which 
were authorized were in fact not made. The tight cash flow was compounded by 
unanticipated cuts in state monies. During the year this situation was carefully 
monitored by the selectmen, department heads and the budget committee and 
we managed to stay within budget. 


The continuing decline in real estate values caused our tax assessments to 
become sufficiently disproportionate that reassessment was required. The 
November tax bills reflected the new assessed values. Even though most 
assessments were down substantially, the tax rate had to increase dramatically 
to cover budgeted expenses. In setting the rate, the selectmen applied as much 
of the remaining surplus as possible. 


A note on tax payments: We are carrying about $900,000 in unpaid taxes and 
this affects all of us. It means a reduction in surplus and results in an increased 
tax rate the following year. Besides, it is not inexpensive for the delinquent tax 
payer, either, since interest is added. That amounts to 12 % until a tax lien is 
recorded and it then goes up to 18%. 


2011 was eventful in other ways, also. In December, the selectmen and the 
Main Street Association honored Charlie McGettigan as Citizen of the Year. For 
more than 50 years Charlie has served Wilton in many ways, serving in virtually 
every elected position, as road agent, as a fireman, welfare officer, selectman 
and so on. He continues to share his formidable knowledge of our history and 
infrastructure. 


2011 saw transition in town officials and personnel. Dan Donovan was re- 
elected as selectman. Dick Rockwood resigned as selectman after town meeting 
and Bill Condra, the runner up in the selectmen’s election, was named to replace 
him. Dick had served as moderator for a number of years and as selectman for 
two terms. Dick’s knowledge of finance and his creative approach to problems 
are missed. 


Two long term employees left town service. Dennis Maki worked for the highway 
department for 38 years and took disability retirement. Denny also filled in for the 
water and sewer departments. He could always be depended on to operate and 
repair equipment under the worst conditions Mother Nature could muster. 


Maurice Guay, the manager of the recycling center decided to “retire” in 
December at the age of 83. He continued to work outside seven days a week. 
The ultimate Yankee, Maurice always squeezed a dime’s worth of value from 
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every nickel’s worth of recyclables. We are pleased that he decided to stay on 
working weekends so that we can still enjoy his warm smile, helpful demeanor 
and dry wit. Maurice is one of a kind. Steve Elliot has taken over as recycling 
center manager. 


All in all 2011 was an eventful year.

These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town of Wilton’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based 
on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinions. 


As discussed in Note |.C.2 to the financial statements, management has not recorded certain capital assets, primarily 
infrastructure, in governmental activities and, accordingly, has not recorded depreciation expense on those assets. As well, there 
was no detailed listing available to support the other capital assets acquired prior to 2008 and the accumulated depreciation 
thereon, and therefore, we were not able to verify that the amounts reported for capital assets, depreciation expense and 
accumulated depreciation were correct. Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that 
general capital assets, including infrastructure, be capitalized and depreciated, which would increase the assets, net assets, and 
expenses of the governmental activities. The amount by which this departure would affect the assets, net assets, and expenses of 
the governmental activities is not reasonably determinable. 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements referred to 
above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the 
financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Wilton, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2010, or the changes 
in financial position thereof for the year then ended. 


In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective 
financial position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Wilton, New Hampshire as of 
December 31, 2010, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information on page 23 is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is supplementary 
information required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of 
the required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. The Town of 
Wilton, New Hampshire has not presented a management's discussion and analysis. Accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America have determined that the management’s discussion and analysis is necessary to supplement, but is 
not required to be part of, the basic financial statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Wilton’s basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund financial statements are presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They have been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and, in our opinion, are fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT 2011 


This year brought some challenges for operating the system. There were several 
problems on Island Street with service connections causing back ups, which 
required the road to be dug up to make repairs. The contractor that re-lined the 
main pipe came back to help us with repairs underground. These repairs should 
allow this section of the system to operate normally in the future. 


We also continued our cleaning and camera work on the system to improve daily 
operation and determine problem areas. There are several areas in the 
downtown area, especially Maple, Prince, Russell and Tremont Streets, where 
clean ground water is infiltrating old lines and increasing flows to the Milford 
treatment plant. Our goal is to locate these problem areas and start replacement 
or repairs to the lines to reduce this excess water. This treatment is paid for by 
the gallon as it flows to Milford, and reducing this flow will lower our operating 
costs. 


A new septage receiving tank is now under construction. Its purpose will be to 
allow more capacity for septic tank material to be accepted at the plant and 
processed as the capacity of normal operations will allow. We are responsible for 
approximately 15% of those construction costs and 15% of operation costs once 
the tank is completed. We have already committed to these costs with Milford. 
These costs, along with our concern about the protection of ground water 
aquifers under the ground in the area, and the anticipation of need for sewer 
service in other areas of town in the future, comprise the main reasons we do not 
support the private septage plant that has been proposed in town along Route 
101. 


We are nearing the payoff for the bond used to construct the upgrades that were 
made to the system in the 1980's. Our plan is to repair other sections of the 
system in the coming years which will keep the financial burden on our rates to a 
minimum. We appreciate all the help we receive from the Highway Department 
employees in maintaining and operating the system. This allows our budget to 
be kept affordable while operating within state and federal requirements.

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WILTON HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 2011 


Once again, weather ruled the streets. 2011 was a very unique year. It seemed 
like it would never stop snowing, with 17 events in the first two months. The 
largest snow event didn’t arrive until October 28", with a record 22 inches for that 
month. 


The total for the year was 24 events, 4 of which were ice. Total snowfall was 
113.5 inches. The people of Wilton allowed the Highway Department to lease a 
new John Deere 670 Grader, with the hope of purchasing it in 2012. This will 
replace the 1976 John Deere Grader which served the town well for 34 years. 
We still have over 12 miles of gravel roads to maintain (and 45 miles of paved 
roads). 


The highway Department started repair of the Milford end of Isaac Frye highway 
and completed the first one third of that project. 


The Wilton Highway Department is responsible for all town roads, the Parks & 
Recreation Department, maintenance and minor repairs of the water and sewer 
infrastructure, and overseeing the Cemeteries and town-owned buildings. Using 
town equipment and manpower, we play a large part in assisting all town 
departments when needed, which helps to reduce costs. At the end of 2011 the 
Highway Department added the Recycling Center to its list of responsibilities. 
Hopefully this will help reduce costs and give us a larger pool of equipment and 
resources to pull from in emergency events. 


We had a change in personnel this year as well. Dennis Maki retired from the 
Highway Department after serving the Town Of Wilton for over 35 years. Most 
people don’t realize what it means to work for a small town where budgets are 
very tight. Every one of us is “on call” around the clock. We do not have extra 
men on stand-by, or ready to work the next shift, it is just the five of us. Dennis 
was always ready for whatever was thrown at us. Thank you Dennis. 


| wish to thank the people of Wilton for their continued support, and all town 
employees and volunteers for the many long hours it takes to keep our small 
town operating. Most of all | need to thank the Highway crew, Brian Adams

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MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATION CENTER 2011 


The Milford Area Communications Center (MACC Base), had a very successful 
2011. The center provides centralized emergency dispatch services for the 
towns of Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton. These services include emergency 
radio and telephone communications for ambulance, fire, police, public works 
and emergency management agencies within those towns. MACC also provides 
emergency ambulance dispatching services for the Wilton Ambulance Service to 
their additional service towns of Lyndeborough & Temple. Further, MACC serves 
as a backup communications center for the towns of Amherst, Brookline & Hollis. 


This year, MACC Base dispatchers handled nearly thirty-two thousand calls for 
service for the various emergency agencies that it serves. Calls ranged from 
structure fires and multivehicle accidents, affecting many people, to police calls 
involving a single victim. It is the emergency dispatcher’s responsibility to 
properly assess a crisis, to insure the proper personnel and equipment are sent 
to handle the problem, and to monitor the situation until the emergency has 
passed. Contrary to a common misconception, 911 operators in Concord & 
Laconia are not responsible for providing emergency disptching, the 911 
operator's role is to route calls to emergency dispatchers at MACC Base. It is 
MACC Base personnel who ultimately dispatch the calls for service and who 
interact directly with both the public and the responding emergency personnel. 


In June, long time Senior Dispatcher Nelson Taylor left full-time employment with 
MACC to pursue a career in the private sector. Nel has been a valuable asset 
through the years and continues on with us on a part-time basis. 


On October thirty-first, MACC Base said goodbye to its Director of five years, 
former Mont Vernon Police Chief, Mark Schultz. Mark left to retire from public 
service, thirty-seven years to the day after he first began as a part-time Police 
Officer in Milford. The Board of Governors found a suitable replacement for the 
Director's position and promoted Captain Jason Johnson. Director Johnson has 
served with MACC Base in a variety of roles, full-time Dispatcher, Training 
Officer, and Supervisor since 1998. Matthew Bradley, a five year veteran of 
MACC, has been promoted to the rank of Captain. 


Emergency dispatchers routinely deal with callers when situations are at their 
worst, and at times when those citizens need competent professionals to solve 
their personal crisis. It takes a very special person to provide and maintain these 
professional standards, and MACC Base is privileged to have a dedicated group 
of professionals standing vigil over the communities it serves. We look forward 
to another year of dedicated service to the emergency services and the people of 
the Souhegan Valley.

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WILTON WATER WORKS 2011 


This year was a good year for operating the system. We had no serious water 
breaks in the main lines. One service line did require us to excavate Route 101 
within days after the state resurfaced it. They were not impressed, but allowed 
us to make the repairs at 250 Gibbons Highway. 


The chemical storage area added onto the pump station was completed this 
year. This will allow the storage and mixing of the chemicals to be separated 
from the electrical controls, which were slowly deteriorating from the exposure. 


Our emergency equipment was put into operation during the October snow storm 
due to the loss of power. The stand-by motor powered the Everett Well and 
related equipment which allowed normal operations to continue. We did however 
have problems with the Abbot Well when power was restored. The motor and 
pump were both removed and checked out along with other equipment. Repairs 
have been made and everything is operating normally again. 


The backflow cross connection control program achieved a first with all 
commercial connections coming into compliance. The commissioners assisted 
Wilton Main Street Association with the device for their building to help them 
complete their installation. We appreciate Mr. Richard Sharkey working with us 
to complete the installation in a timely manner. 


The commissioners have purchased a new billing program to read and print our 
water bills. Our goal is to send out quarterly bills in 2012 with this new system. 
Quarterly billing will allow us to track water losses from leakage and excessive 
readings from inaccurate meters. The new billing system will also be used to 
base sewer bills on water consumption and not a flat rate as we presently have. 


We want to thank the Highway Department employees for helping to maintain 
and operate the system this year. We also want to thank our clerk-secretary 
Sophia Fowler for her efforts on our behalf. The Town Hall staff also helped to 
support our operations on a daily basis and we thank them for their efforts.

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ASSESSING NEWS WILTON FALL 2011 & SPRING 2012 


In Accordance with the NH Constitution and NH RSA 78:1, the Town of Wilton 
conducted a revaluation of all real property at market value as of 4/1/2011. The 
result saw an overall decline in the town’s assessments of 20%. The last town 
wide revaluation was conducted as of 4/1/2006. 


New Construction: During the months of February, March, April, and May, the 
assessing office will be visiting approximately 150 properties throughout Wilton 
where there has been ongoing construction or new construction since April of 
2011. These properties have to be measured and inspected and their 
assessments will be updated to reflect the work completed as of April 1, 2012. 


Ongoing Data Verification: During the remainder of 2012, the assessing office will 
continue work on data verification and updating assessments with the goal of 
inspecting and verifying data on each property at least once every 5 years. 
Currently data verification is in process. 


The assessing staff appreciates your cooperation during our visits. Your 
cooperation provides us with the most accurate data for your property, the most 
accurate assessment, and equity for all residents and property owners in Wilton. 


Assessment Values: Every year the State of NH's Department of Revenue 
Administration (DRA) does an assessment-to-sales ratio study. That preliminary 
study indicates that the "average" single family dwelling in Wilton is assessed at 
100% of what it would sell for. The estimated overall level of assessment for 
2011 is 100%. The state requires that tax assessments remain as close to 100% 
of market value as possible. 


Building Permits: Building permits are an important part of monitoring new 
construction or renovations. A building permit is required for all new 
construction, remodeling, additions, decks, docks, pools, sheds, and repairs to 
septic systems and demolition of existing structures. The only work not requiring 
a permit is general repairs or maintenance of your existing structures. All permits 
issued are good for one year from the date of issue. When construction extends 
past the one year allowed on the original permit, it is important to renew the 
permit (at a nominal cost). In general, starting this year, when building permits 
are not renewed, the assessing office will assume that construction is complete 
and assess the property accordingly until such time as we are able to verify 
otherwise.

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WILTON RECYCLING CENTER REPORT 2011 


The Wilton Recycling Center continues to service the member Towns of 
Lyndeborough, Mason, Greenville and Temple. Each year the member towns 
contribute to the operations of the center based on the population of their towns. 


This year the revenues for the center were over budget at $116,180. The largest 
source of income is the landfill, with scrap metal and paper also producing 
income. The sale of recyclables is a major factor in keeping the cost of recycling 
down for taxpayers. 


The Recycling Center received a grant from DES in the amount of $2,500 to 
install a new tank for recycling used oil. This made it possible to get rid of the 
large old tank that was previously used. 


The Recycling Center received final approval of operations since the incinerator 
was decommissioned and was given a permit to operate as a public solid waste 
transfer station and recycling facility from the NH Department of Environmental 
Services, Waste Manage Division. 


Last year a warrant article had been passed for the purchase of truck scales at 
the center. It was later determined there was a problem with space needed and 
also questions under the Shoreline Protection Act and the Natural Rivers 
Protection Act, the project was not completed. 


In 2011 the Hazardous Waste Day was successful, but it was determined by the 
amount and kind of waste collected that only one day for collection would be 
sufficient. 


The Recycling Manager and the Selectmen would like to thank the committee 
members for their continued work and their dedication to the concept of 
recycling. They have also done a great job of promoting recycling in all member 
towns.

DIRECTOR’S ANNUAL REPORT 2011

The library has been in transition this year with new hours, new staff and new 
programs. Circulation of local materials increased by 16% in 2011 with an 
additional 1,021 downloadable audios and 187 downloadable eBooks checked 
out through the library website. A total of 33,034 items circulated. The collection 
includes 21,434 items. 2,722 items were withdrawn in 2011, and 2,597 new items 
were added. Library programs were attended by 247 adults and 1,091 children. 
Community groups held 103 meetings in library space. 


Free computer usage, wireless internet and computer training are well utilized. 
The library provided 38.5 hours of computer training to patrons. Library patrons 
can request and renew materials online and use our online research tools, 
HeritageQuest and Ebsco (a collection of magazines and research journals). 
New to the library's offerings is Britannica Encyclopaedia Online: School Edition. 
Every student, teacher and resident of Wilton with a library card can use this rich 
research tool from any internet computer — in the library, at school, or at home. 
The library offers downloadable eBooks and audio books via our website. These 
books can be used with most eReaders and audio devices. 


Children’s programs include Tuesday morning Family Music for Babies and Early 
Literacy Story Time, Thursday morning Music and Movement, monthly children’s 
craft activities, Lego Club, Homework Help, day care center visits, and 
coordination with local schools and home schooling families. 


The Library, supported by the Friends of the Library, offers classes and events 
for adults. A book discussion is held monthly and programs of local interest are 
offered. The Friends support the library with cookie sales, book sales, children’s 
program support and special projects. The museum pass program offers 
reimbursement of up to $20 per family for visits to any New England museum. 
Friends deliver books through the “Books to Go” program for those who cannot 
come to the library. Their efforts make the library better and we thank them.

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WILTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 2011 


Remembrance — We start this report by pausing to remember Bruce "Bud” 
Rafter (1932-2011) who was instrumental in establishing and preserving 
snowmobile trails throughout the town and in bringing to the attention of WCC the 
importance of securing easements for these trails, allowing for the enjoyment of 
the trails on into the future. Thanks to Bud’s foresight, VWWCC land protection goals 
include seeking trails and trail management. 


Halloween Snowstorm — The Halloween snowstorm made WCC aware of the 
need to review forest management at the Burns Hill Town Forest where the large 
oak trees are leaning over the road. A power outage was caused by a number of 
the snow-laden fully-leafed oak trees falling on wires. Our other conservation 
lands sustained little damage. 


Community Garden at Carnival Hill — The Garden is entering its fourth year 
and, with time, is developing a tradition of growing good produce, which plot 
owners share with the Open Cupboard Pantry program. Spaces are available for 
the 2012 growing season; if you are interested in a plot for 2012, contact WCC. 


Frog Pond Improvements — The WCC management plan for the Frog Pond 
includes better trail access to the dam site. To that end, this fall a trailhead and a 
bridge with new gradual grading were installed on Whiting Hill Road. This has 
been a welcome improvement for the many users of the area. 


Grassland Maintenance and Improvements -— This year the Carnival Hill “New 
Orchard” of more than 120 trees was totally removed. The Fitch Farm, which 
maintains the fields, paid for the tree removal, giving us more field area. Efforts 
continue to clear the “Old Orchard” and return the two orchard areas to 
grassland. Field edge work on the north side of the field was also completed this 
year. Additionally, field edging on the Frog Pond and clearing of the bank of the 
Frog Pond dam were completed. 


Monitoring Conservation Land and Easements — WCC spends a considerable 
amount of time monitoring land where the Town owns easements and reporting 
to the agencies that hold these easements. A schedule of Town-owned 
conservation easements can be found elsewhere in this Town Report. 


Thank You to Many — Our sincere thanks to all who donate time and services: 
the Wilton-Lyndeborough Winter Wanderers Snowmobile Club (trail upkeep); 
Chris Carter (mowing trail to Frog Pond); Jeff Stone (monthly monitoring of Frog 
Pond dam); Trombly Farm (mowing Frog Pond fields); Fitch Farm (upkeep of 
grasslands on Carnival Hill); and the many Community Garden workers. Lastly, 
our thanks to all the town employees, board members, and citizens who continue 
in so many ways to support our efforts. We sincerely appreciate all that you do 
to assist us in furtherance of our conservation and environmental duties and 
goals.

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TOWN OF WILTON AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


2011 was a very interesting year for Wilton Ambulance. Our call volume 
remained relatively flat. We are continuing to do work to improve our facility at 
minimal cost to the taxpayers. We have been continuing to teach EMS 
Refresher Training Programs to help offset the cost of running the service. 


In 2011, our call volume remained relatively flat from 2010, up 0.5%. Our calls 
did come in “spurts”. For example, in September our call volume was 40% 
higher than the average, which kept our staff busy. Our primary and secondary 
ambulance responded to every call without calling in a mutual aid ambulance 
during these times of high volume. Kudos to the personnel for picking up this 
slack! | also want to thank all our personnel for the staffing of the ambulances. 
Volunteers have been staffing our ambulances without missing a_ beat. 
Ambulances have been staffed to the Paramedic level 99.6% of the time. Our 
second ambulance, which is staffed by volunteers that are available when the 
call goes out, was staffed 88.9% of the time with a Paramedic. The other statistic 
that is remarkable is that, since 2008, our response time (the time from 
ambulance dispatch to arrival at the scene) has dropped by one minute. This is 
due to the dedication of the staff of this service. 


We have had some building issues over the past year. The building is 
approximately 40 years old. The roof is leaking, and the water needs a treatment 
system. We are hoping to fix the roof this year. We are having more, and more, 
of our staff stay at the station when on call. They are unable to take showers, 
wash laundry, etc., due to the water conditions at the station. We are hoping to 
fix the water issues by using interest from the Florence Wheeler Fund so that 
there is no tax impact to the citizens of Wilton, Lyndeborough or Temple. 


In 2011, we saw 438 patients. This is a 0.5% increase in call volume. Our call 
volume by town and location transported to is broken down below:

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WILTON HERITAGE COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT FOR 2011 


Heritage Commission meets at the Wilton Public Library on the fourth Tuesday of the 
month at 7:00 PM. Our charge is to identify and protect historic and culturally 
significant buildings, sites, and features through consultation with other town 
agencies as well as with private citizens who wish to preserve these special 
resources. Special meetings are called as necessary. If you would like to serve on 
the Heritage Commission please contact us. Members are appointed by the 
selectmen after being recommended by the Commission. 


The Commission continues to offer historical House Plaques for a nominal charge. If 
you own a house built before 1850 and would like to participate in our plaque 
program please contact us. To date, 70 homeowners in all sections of the town 
have taken advantage of this program. 


The Commission continues to monitor the Four Corners Farm Conservation 
Agreement for outside historic appearance compliance. This year no new 
modifications or changes to the outside of the farmhouse have been noted. 


Scanning of Historical Documents and photos continues with our new, higher- 
Capacity computer system, purchased in conjunction with the Wilton Historical 
Society. If you have town related historical photos you would be willing to have 
scanned and added to our collection, please talk to any member of the Commission. 
The joint Heritage Commission-Historical Society website is currently being 
redesigned; it will be re-launched with a sampling of our documents and photo 
collection soon. This new site will be listed on the library website, 


www.wiltonlibrarynh.org. 


Markers for the Town Hall and Whiting Park have been installed. A marker for Abbot 
Hill is on order. With this new marker, we will have a total of twelve 
signs/markers/kiosks located throughout the town. Others are in the planning stage; 
this is in support of our long-range goal of establishing the Wilton Heritage Trail and 
publishing a map showing the marker locations. 


We are still working on establishing a right of way to the land-locked Old County 
Farm Cemetery. The Hillsborough County Poor Farm was located in Wilton at the 
former Whiting Farm from the years 1867 to 1893. Many of those who died while at 
the County farm during those years were buried at this cemetery. While technically 
the cemetery belongs to the County, it is a part of Wilton’s History and those poor 
souls buried in this cemetery deserve not to be forgotten. 


The Girl Scouts of the Green and White Mountains have recently closed Camp Anne 
Jackson, with the intention of selling the property. We are supporting the efforts of 
the Wilton Conservation Commission to develop a plan with the Girl Scouts to keep 
this 75-arce site undeveloped. During the early 1900’s the Land was owned by 
author Eleanor H. Abbot and her husband, Dr. Fordyce Colburn. 

It was given to the Girl Scouts in the 1950’s for express use as a camp by Anne 
Jackson, a friend of the Colburn’s who inherited the property.

The year 2011 was another fun-filled, sunny summer at Goss Park under the direction 
of our energetic, hardworking staff led by our new Park Director, Kristin Schwab. As 
always, we would like to thank the towns of Wilton and Lyndeborough, private donors 
and area businesses for their generous support. We would also like to thank all of the 
individuals and organizations who donated their time to help improve the park and make 
it the “hidden treasure” we think it is. 


Sadly, last year we lost another beloved member of our community, Clifford Robbins. 
Family and friends generously contributed money to our park in his honor. A beautiful 
new lifeguard chair was purchased with these donations and mounted with a plaque in 
his memory. 


Our membership this year included 126 families who enjoyed the Youth Center from 
Wilton, Lyndeborough and surrounding towns. The park had four Red Cross Certified 
swim instructors who taught 205 lessons. Twenty-one children participated on our swim 
teams this year, competing in eight meets with other local towns. Our Senior and Junior 
swim teams had another successful year led by Swim Team Coach, Sharon Lemire and 
Assistant Swim Team Coach, Riley Thompson. 


The park was open from 10:00 am to 7:00 p.m. during the week and 1:00 pm to 7:00 pm 
on the weekends. Our snack bar offered a variety of ice cream, hot dogs, pizza, chips, 
candy, juice, soda, etc. The members participated in arts and crafts, field and water 
games, swimming lessons and swim meets with area towns. The Youth Center held 
many special events such as Family Night, Teen Night, Pre-Teen Night, Grill Day, Pizza 
Day, Float Day, face painting, Tie-dye Day, police bike and safety talk, splash contests, 
and sand castle contests. Goss Park was also available for company and organization 
outings. This summer we once again offered low-cost sports camps for soccer, 
basketball and tennis, in conjunction with the WLC varsity teams, for tots 3-6 years old 
up to eighth graders. We also added adult volleyball pick-up games once a week.

Statistics 1998 — 2011 


Since WMSA’'s inception in 1998, Wilton has realized a total private/public 
reinvestment of $1,079,000 and a total gain of 50 new businesses and 42 new jobs 
in the downtown business district. 


WMSA has given approximately $5,000 in grant funds to downtown businesses for 
improving their building facades or purchasing business signs, leveraging our grant 
funds for a private/public reinvestment totaling $263,458 and 52 improvements. 


WMSA has coordinated over 143 promotions and community events for Wilton 
residents and to publicize our downtown to the greater region. 


2011 Activities 


During 2011, the WMSA continued to manage projects that benefit businesses and 
residents and improve the attractiveness of our Downtown. VWMSA has served as a 
resource for several community groups providing information and assistance. 


The main project for 2011 was the continuation of enhancements to the park on 

Lot 48 on Main Street (now officially named “The Wilton Main St. Park”). This 
included new trees, benches, and landscaping. The park was created to provide a 
vital pedestrian landscape in downtown Wilton which is dedicated to the enjoyment of 
its citizens and visitors of all ages. As a public space, it is also used for activities 
such as The Farmer's Market, “Celebrate Wilton,” the Harvest Fair, Holiday Stroll, 
Concerts, children’s entertainment, weddings, yoga classes, library readings, and 
more. The mission of any event is to attract people from near and far which will add 
to the vibrancy of “downtown” Wilton and bring people to downtown to patronize the 
theater, restaurants, shops, and recreational activities. Along with our Newsletter, 
“Working on Wilton”, we have also set up our FaceBook pages whereby many more 
people can share information with many of their contacts. The benefit of FREE 
advertising websites allows us the flexibility to get our message across New 
Hampshire and beyond. 


Fundraising for 2011 totaled approximately $17,600 which included many private 


donations and other smaller grants. It also included donations of benches and 
maintenance for the park as well as improvements in plantings throughout the town 
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donated by Friends of the park. The second phase of the park will include fencing, 
permanent power, more landscaping, a platform for performances, a pergola, and 
eventually a fountain. 


Events put on by WMSA also served as venues for fundraising efforts by other 
community organizations such as “WWMSA’s 1* Golf Tournament’, “Celebrate Wilton” 
in June, and included FRES, Gregg Free Public Library, Second Congregational 
Church, Lions Club, American Legion, the Masons, Wilton Town Hall Theater, and 
Andy's Summer Playhouse, as well as many individual volunteers. 2011 also 
introduced a Farmer's Market held through the summer months each Tuesday as 
well as three FREE Concerts, The Harvest Fair and The Holiday Stroll.

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2011 ANNUAL REPORT OF NRPC ACTIVITIES FOR THE TOWN OF WILTON 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is formed by the _ thirteen 
communities of Wilton, Hudson, Pelham, Litchfield, Merrimack, Nashua, 
Amherst, Hollis, Brookline, Milford, Mont Vernon, Lyndeborough, and Mason. 
NRPC serves as a resource to support and enhance local planning, provides a 
forum for communities to coordinate land use, environmental and transportation 
planning at the regional level, and provides a clear voice for the region at the 
state and federal levels. Our core planning programs are transportation, land 
use, environment, and mapping. NRPC is also the designated Metropolitan 
Planning Organization (MPO) for the region and is responsible for developing 
and maintaining the region’s official transportation planning program for projects 
that are funded through Federal or State sources. 


TRANSPORTATION - Traffic Data Collection - Conducted 14 traffic counts in 
Wilton in the past year. Twelve counts were done at the request of NHDOT to 
support the Highway Performance Monitoring System (HPMS). Two counts were 
done to support the NRPC traffic model. These traffic counts are available for 
use by the Town, and NRPC can conduct special counts upon request. The 
count data is available to anyone through the NRPC website, and more detailed 
data from each count is available upon request. 


Road Inventory - During 2011, NRPC staff prepared the updated data in the 
town Road Inventory. This data set allows officials from the town and NH DOT to 
have the most up to date information on Wilton’s roads and will be used for 
planning road improvements in the community. This data also forms the basis 
for the town’s allocation of Transportation Block Aid funds from the State. 


Transportation Improvement Program - As the designated MPO for the region, 
NRPC is responsible for maintaining the Transportation Improvement Program 
(TIP). The TIP is a document required under federal transportation regulations 
that shows that there are sufficient resources to fund the proposed projects. All 
federally funded highway improvements must be included in the region’s TIP in 
order to receive federal funding. NRPC actions are directly responsible for the 
advancement of several projects in Wilton, most notably bridge repair on NH 31 
and safety improvements along NH 101. 


NRPC is also responsible for developing the region’s portion of the State’s 
Transportation Improvement Program (STIP), maintaining the regional traffic 
model, and performing required air quality analyses. In addition, NRPC MPO 
funds are used to provide municipal technical assistance on transportation 
issues. 


Human Service Transit Coordination - In the coming years it is anticipated that 


this project will lead to increased transit service throughout the NRPC region and 
help meet the transportation needs of many seniors and disabled adults without 
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transportation options. Demand response transit service is up and running in 
several neighboring towns and can be expanded to Wilton through coordination 
with NRPC. 


LAND USE AND ENVIRONMENT - Resources and Training - Through the 
iTRaC (Integrating Transportation and Community Planning) Program, NRPC 
provided a wide array of resources to town boards and staff. Fact sheets were 
developed on Transit Oriented Design, Overlay Districts, Bike and Pedestrian 
Planning, Performance Zoning and the Sustainability Series Overview. Two 
Planning Board and Zoning Board trainings were also offered as well as a 
workshop on roundabouts. 


Development Review and Planning Services - Part of NRPC’s comprehensive 
services is to offer direct local land use planning assistance. The Town of Wilton 
utilizes contract planning services to directly assist the Planning Board. Services 
include assistance to applicants in submitting subdivision or site plan 
applications, written reviews of submissions to the Planning Board, attend 
hearings and work sessions to assist and answer questions, and support the 
Board and town staff in preparing notices, draft amendments and warrants for 
Town Meeting. 


NRPC Energy Program - In 2011, NPRC continued to provide technical 
assistance to increase municipal energy efficiency in the Region through the 
Energy Technical Assistance and Planning program (ETAP). NRPC staff worked 
with the town of Wilton along with 10 additional towns and 6 school districts to 
form an aggregation to purchase electricity supply. An RFP for a competitive 
electricity supplier was successful in reducing electricity costs for the participating 
municipalities in the region for 2012. 


GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEMS (GIS) - General Mapping and 


Spatial Data Maintenance - The GIS staff maintains a diverse collection of 
mapping data including local roads, real property parcels, zoning, land use, and 
environmental conditions. The town parcel layer is updated quarterly using the 
Registry of Deeds database to include all changes to property data. This item is a 
critical component of many projects conducted in the town and is always 
available to the town from NRPC free of charge. This year 21 lots were adjusted 
per information gathered from the Registry, including 4 lot line adjustments and 
17 new subdivided parcels. NRPC worked with the assessing department to 
acquire the latest set of land use and housing data for improved mapping and 
data analysis. A major overhaul of the town zoning layer was completed in 2011, 
aligning all zone boundaries and lot lines, water features, or other demarcations, 
and verifying the accuracy of each zone with the Town. Finally, NRPC GIS 
provided updated street index maps of Wilton and Lyndeborough to Wilton EMS 
and sent a GIS layer of townwide parcels to the Water and Sewer Commission.

Moderator William Keefe began the business portion of the Town Meeting at the Florence 
Rideout Elementary School Auditorium on Thursday the 10th day of March 2011 at 7:30 
P.M. 


4. (Passage of this article shall override the 10 percent limitation imposed on this 
appropriation due to the non-recommendation of the budget committee). TO see if 
the municipality will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one million eight 
hundred twenty-four thousand eight hundred forty dollars ($1,824,840) for the 
construction of an addition to the present Fire Station and to authorize the issuance 
of not more than one million two hundred thousand dollars ($1,200,000) of bonds in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to 
authorize the municipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of 
six hundred twenty-four thousand eight hundred forty dollars ($624,840) from the 
Fire Station, Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund created for this purpose. 
Two thirds ballot vote required. 

(The Budget Committee does not recommend this appropriation — Selectmen 
recommend this article.) 
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Moved by Dick Rockwood, seconded by Dan Donavon. 


An overview of the proposed Fire Station addition was presented by Architectural 
Designer Dennis Miers. Mr. Miers explained that the project would bring up to code 
the existing 57 year old, 4882 square feet, fire station. The work would include 
removal of asbestos, installing new energy-efficient windows, replacing the heating 
system, and adding a decontamination area to name just a few points. 


The proposed new section, 5515 square feet, would include 3 new bays with 
AirVac air filtering system. The bays would be higher to allow clearance for current 
and future equipment requiring 14’ overhead doors. Floor trench drains would 
properly separate gas, water & oil. There would be men’s and women’s bathrooms 
with showers and a locker room with space for 33 gear racks. Stairs and an 
elevator would allow access to future expansion space on the 2" floor 


Budget Committee Chairman, Carey Hughes, next spoke to say that the Budget 
Committee did not support this article. He stated the Committee felt that the project 
was just too expensive given these poor economic times. 


Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Bill Condra, stated how he had worked with 
the Building Committee for the last 1 % years and that he initially had not supported 
this project. However, after becoming more familiar with the project he saw that 
this was a good time to go ahead with this proposal. 


Serefin Anderson asked how we can be sure that this project will not go over 
budget as happened during the Police Department project. Mr. Miers said the 5% 
contingency fee built into their proposal plan would address this problem should it 
become an issue. 


Herbert Hodge wanted to know how we could avoid the construction fiasco that 
occurred from the Police Department project. Mr. Miers stated it was the 
responsibility of he and his company to oversee the entire project to ensure that 
proper work is done to this site. 


Fire Chief Ray Dick described the crowded conditions in the existing station and 
said because of this problem some pieces of equipment had to be stored off site up 
in the Highway Garage. He also said in some cases, two trucks occupied the same 
bay making removal difficult and time consuming. He further explained that the fire 
station renovation/addition project had been studied for 15 years and that he would 
appreciate the support of the voters on this proposal. 


Many others present spoke both for and against the project. Ideas discussed, 
concerns voiced included: combining ambulance with fire to consolidate costs; 
wondering whether waiting another year would cost less money; drainage issues; 
why a flat roof in NH; whether an alternate site should still be considered and so on. 
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Following the presentation and extensive discussion the Moderator explained that 
the vote on Article #4 had to be done by paper ballot and the polls had to be open 
at least one hour. Once all those who wanted to vote, and were qualified had done 
so, the Moderator explained the meeting would move on to the next article to be 
discussed, as there were many items on the warrant. 


At the end of an hour, and after verifying all those who wanted to vote on Article #4 
had done so, the ballots were counted. The yes votes were 103 and the no votes 
were 69 but because the vote required a 2/3 majority the article failed. The 
Moderator explained that the vote for approving was 10 votes short of what was 
required in a bond vote. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of nineteen thousand 
four hundred twenty dollars ($19,420) for the purchase of the following: fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) for 30 sets of brush gear and four thousand four 
hundred twenty dollars ($4,420) for two distributor valves. The monies to come 
from general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Mark Whitehill, seconded by Joe Torre. 


It was explained that this equipment had been part of the 2010 Warrant Article #6, 
and had been ordered in December 2010 but it would not be paid until 2011. In 
order to correctly follow Department of Revenue procedures this warrant article had 
to be included in our 2011 warrant. Following this explanation the article, as written, 
was voice vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to purchase a truck scale for use at the Recycling 
Center at a cost of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) and to authorize the withdrawal 
of said monies from the Recycling Capital Reserve Fund previously established or 
“to take any other action relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Mark Whitehill, seconded by Cary Hughes. 


Dick Rockwood explained that a used 10x35 steel plate truck scale had been 
located and that the Board of Selectmen had sent $1,000 to hold it until the voters 
had a chance to approve the purchase. He further stated that a truck scale would 
ensure that all users at the Recycling Center would be treated equitably when 
disposing of landfill items. 


Joe Torre spoke to say he agreed that a uniform procedure for charging would be a 
plus. However, he felt that the project had not been thought through in detail. First 
and foremost he explained that a certified “Weigh Master” is required to be 
manning a truck scale at all times. This requirement is per NH law. This person or 
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persons who are certified will only be able to work this area. That will either leave 
one less person working at another area or the Recycle Center will have to hire 
someone just to work the truck scale. Additionally, since one certified person can't 
always be available, at least two employees will need to be certified. 


Following more discussion the Moderator asked for a vote on the article as written. 
The voice vote on the article was unclear. The Moderator next asked for a standing 
vote. The standing vote yes was 66, no 57. The article, as written was, approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new police cruiser for thirty-seven 
thousand dollars ($37,000) and to authorize the withdrawal of seventeen thousand 
two hundred sixty-three ($17,263) from the previously established Police 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, nineteen thousand seven hundred thirty-seven 
dollars ($19,737) to come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating 
thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article — Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Steve McDonough, seconded by Paul Levesque. 


Police Chief Brent Hauntanen explained that this article would authorize the 
purchase of a new SUV cruiser and its necessary new equipment. He stated that 
the current SUV, purchased in 2006, had 97,000 odometer miles and 2,300 idle 
hours. He said to calculate the “idle mileage” multiply the 2,300 hours x 33 = 
75,900 to determine the usage in addition to the actual driving figure. He also said 
he hoped to keep the 2006 SUV as a backup vehicle for the department. 


Following this explanation the article was, as written, voice vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand 
two hundred three dollars ($15,203) to purchase 30 portable radios of which seven 
thousand five hundred dollars ($7,500) to come from the previously established 
Ambulance Radio Capital Fund and seven thousand seven hundred three dollars 
($7,703) to come from general taxation. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article) 


Moved by Mark Whitehill, seconded by Cary Hughes. 

The article was then, as written, voice vote approved. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thousand 
two hundred dollars ($7,200) for 8 sets of EMS Protective Gear. The monies to 
come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 


(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Joe Torre, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 
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Ambulance Director Gary Zirpolo explained this article would allow his department 
to purchase 8 sets, in multiple sizes, of EMS Protective Gear. The gear would be 
kept on each ambulance so that if they were needed on a call they would be 
available for the responding ambulance crew. 


Following his explanation the article was, as written, voice vote approved. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twelve thousand 
forty-eight dollars ($12,048) for carbon monoxide blood detectors to be purchased 
only if grants, gifts and/or monies that are raised by fund raising for this purchase 
are received, or to take any other action relating thereto.

Moved by Mark Whitehill, seconded by Cary Hughes. 
After brief discussion the article was, as written, voice vote approved. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000) for partial renovation of the interior of the Town Hall Meeting 
Room and to authorize the withdrawal of said monies from the Town Hall Repair 
Project Capital Reserve Fund previously established, or to take any other action 
relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Dick Rockwood, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 


Road Agent Steve Elliott asked if this money would resolve the ongoing mold issue 
inside the Town Hall. Dick Rockwood explained this money would be used to fix 
the drainage problems behind the Town Hall. He said that this problem has to be 
“fixed before any work can be done inside the building. To do otherwise, the 
problem will just continue and ruin any interior repairs. 


Following this discussion the article was, as written, voice vote approved. 

12. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
for minor repairs of the Wilton Reservoir Dam and to authorize the withdrawal out of 
the Wilton Reservoir Dam Project Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article) 


Moved by Dick Rockwood, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 


Dick Rockwood explained that DES (Department of Environmental Services) has 
now reclassified the Wilton Reservoir Dam as a “non menacing dam” and that this

Gerry Wroe next read a letter written by Stanley Young, who was away traveling, 
reiterating the wonderful attributes of our Library and his hope the voters would 
support this article. Following the reading of the letter the article was, as written, 
voice vote approved 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty five 
thousand two hundred eighty dollars ($25,280) to be added to the Ambulance 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The monies to come from general 
taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Cary Hughes, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 


As no discussion was requested the article, as written, was voice vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000) to be added to the Fire Department Vehicle Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The monies to come from general 
taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Mark Whitehill, seconded by Cary Hughes. 


Again, as no discussion was requested by anyone, the article was, as written, voice 
vote approved. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars 


($50,000) to be added to the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. The monies to come from general taxation, or to take any other action 
relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Cary Hughes, seconded by Mark Whitehill.

Steve Elliott made a motion to table this article for now and to look at it later in the 
meeting. Motion to table article seconded by Mark Whitehill. Motion to table voice 
vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to establish a new Capital Reserve Fund for the paving 
of Isaac Frye Highway and to raise and appropriate sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) 
in the fund, the monies to come from general taxation, or to take any other action 
relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article — Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Moved by Dick Rockwood, seconded by Steve McDonough. 


Bill Condra explained that this article referred to the section of Isaac Frye that runs 
from the top of Badger Farm Road down to the intersection of McGettigan and 
Savage Road in Milford. He further said it was the intent to eventually pave the 
entire road but they may start with the most eastern section of the road since it has 
washed out yet again, 


Following this clarification and several questions from the floor the article was, as 
written, voice vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to place $1 into the Fire Department 
Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund to be used as a place holder, money to 
come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article) 


Moved by Joe Torre, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 


Scott Thompson made a motion to amend the article to place five hundred 
thousand and one dollar ($500,001) in to the Fire Department 

-Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund. Budget Committee Chairman Cary 
Hughes spoke to say that dollar amount would exceed the 10% rule per 
Department of Revenue requirements. He stated that the most that the actual limit 
of expenditures could increase would be three hundred thirteen thousand dollars 
($313,000). He went on to explain that eight thousand dollars ($8,000) was needed 
to be applied towards a missed expenditure for the Cemetery Department. Scott 
Thompson then asked to have his motion withdrawn. The motion for withdrawal 
was seconded by Joe Torre. 


Scott then made a new motion to place three hundred five thousand dollars 
($305,000) in the Fire Department Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund. 
Motion seconded by Ray Dick. This amendment prompted Dick Rockwood to say, 
very heatedly, “that the Fire Department grabbed everything they could and he was 
sick of it”.

Following this outburst and other brief discussions the Moderator asked for a voice 
vote on the amendment to place three hundred five thousand dollars ($305,000) in 
the Fire Department Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund. The motion to 
amend the article was then voice vote defeated. 


Cary Hughes next made a motion to amend the article name from the “Fire 
Department Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund to the “Fire Station 
Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund” in order to match the name of the 
existing capital reserve fund. The motion was seconded by Joe Torre. 


Voice vote to amend the article by substituting Fire “Station” in place of Fire 
“Department” voice vote approved. 


Jim Tuttle next made a motion to amend the dollar amount from one dollar ($1) to 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). Motion seconded by Ray Dick. Voice 
vote to amend the amount to be raised from one dollar ($1) to one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000) voice vote approved. 


Cary Hughes then made a motion to delete the wording in the original article that 
said “to be used as a “bid holder”. Motion seconded by Mark Whitehill. This motion 
to delete “to be used as a bid holder” was voice vote approved. 


The Moderator then read the main article as amended to say “To see if the Town 
will vote to place one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) into the Fire Station 
Renovation/Addition Capital Reserve Fund, money to come from general taxation, 
or to take any other action relating thereto” 


Vote, on the main article as amended, voice vote approved. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four million 
seventy-six thousand five hundred thirty-three dollars ($4,076,533) for the general 
municipal operation for the year 2011, or to take any other action relating thereto. 
Said sum does not include any of the special or individual articles addressed. 
(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article) 


Moved by Cary Hughes, seconded by Mark Whitehill. 


Cary Hughes asked to make a motion to amend this article to add eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000) to the Cemetery Department operating budget. Motion seconded 
by Mark Whitehill. He explained that the money is intended to help repair the roads 
within the Cemeteries. The omission in their budget as printed was an oversight 
that now needed to be addressed by the voters. 


Carys' motion to amend the main budget article, to add eight thousand dollars 
($8,000) to the Cemetery Operating Budget, revising the budget total to four million 
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eighty four thousand, five hundred thirty three dollars ($4,084,533), voice vote 
approved. 


Highway Road Agent Steve Elliott then asked to amend the Highway Department 
operating budget to add fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to the Highway Department 
Budget for the purpose of leasing a new John Deer road grader. The motion was 
seconded by Dan Donavon. 


Steve explained that the 1970’s current grader has repeatedly broken down, 
including during this past rain storm. Without this machine his department can’t do 
the job of ditching and regrading washed out roads within Wilton. He explained that 
Wilton had 12 +/- miles of dirt roads and 57 +/- miles overall and the grader is vital 
in maintaining Wilton’s roads. He further explained the proposed lease has the 
option of a lease to buy clause and that should the Town of Wilton choose to buy 
the grader the lease money can be applied towards the purchase. 


Lengthy discussion, and at times heated discussion, ensued as to the pro and cons 
of buying new equipment versus maintaining, repairing older equipment. 


The motion to increase the Highway Department budget by fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) was voice vote approved. 


The Moderator then read the main article, as amended, “To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four million one hundred thirty four 
thousand five hundred thirty-three dollars ($4,134,533) for the general municipal 
operation for the year 2011 or to take any other action relating thereto. Said sum 
does not include any of the special or individual articles addressed”. The article, as 
amended, voice vote approved. 


Dick Rockwood next made a motion to take Article 16 off the table. Motion 


~seconded by Carey Hughes. 


The Moderator read Article 16 as written: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be added to the Highway 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The monies to come from 
general taxation, or to take any other action relating thereto”. 

(Budget Committee recommends this article - Selectmen recommend this article.) 


Dick Rockwood then made a motion to amend the article to reduce the dollar 
amount to be raised to ten thousand dollars ($10,000). The article would then read 
“To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to be added to the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund 
previously established. The monies to come from general taxation, or to take any 
other action relating thereto” to instead. Motion seconded by Carey Hughes. 
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The Moderator then read the motion to be voted on as follows: “To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be 
added to the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established, or 
to take any other action relating thereto. The motion to amend Article 16, as 
amended, was voice vote approved. 


Next the Moderator read the main article, as amended: “To see if the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be 
added to the Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
The monies to come from general taxation, or to take any other action relating 
thereto”. The main Article 16, as amended, voice vote approved. 


20. To accept the report of Agents, Auditors and Committees or Officers heretofore 
chosen to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Moved by Don Davidson, seconded by Mark Whitehill. Mark asked to revise the 
following figures shown on the Balance Sheet on page 14: 


Line captioned: “Schools Due to Wilton-Lyndeborough Co-Op from $2,291,317 to 
$3,496, 703; 

Line captioned: “Unreserved Fund Balances from $2,391,317 to $1,365,739;

Line captioned: “Change in Financial Condition from $980,289 to $54,711 


The adjustment was necessary to correctly show the monies paid for the Wilton 
Schools 


Article 20, as amended, voice vote approved. 
21. Totransact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 


Dick Rockwood presented Bill Condra a plaque in appreciation of his 3 years of 
service as a Selectman. Bill Condra thanked the Board for their support. 


Jim Cutler spoke to say he was very upset about how one of our Selectmen 
attacked the Fire Department and that he was requesting an apology. The 
Moderator responded saying that was to be handled “outside this meeting as this 
was not the place for such matters”. 


Lastly, a motion to adjourn was made from the floor, the motion was then 
seconded. The meeting closed at 11:25PM.
